Modifying Dry Law. 


Illinois voters will have two main 
proposals confronting them Tuesday 


congressional, legislative, and county 
offices. 

Upon a separate ballot will be sub- 
mitted the soldiers’ bonus propos]. 
This, in practical effect, is a referen-| 
dum upon a bond issue of $55,000,000 
authorized by the last session of the 


legislature. 

To make the’ legislation complete, 
it is necessary that the proposal re- 
ceive a majority of all votes cast.-: 


Under the decision of the Supreme 
court that controls the situation this 
means there must be an affirmative 
vote on the bond issue that is a major- 
ity of all votes cast for members of the 


legislature. 


Know Verdict in Few Seri 

The result of the bonus vote will not 
become known for several days, inas- 
much as there are no legislative con- 
tests in twenty-six of the fifty-one-gen- 
atorial districts, and the total vote 
probably will not be available until the 
official returns are reported to Secre- 
tary of State Emmerson. 

The second proposal is the “light 
wines and beer” proposition submitted 
by the wet forces, under the Illinois 
public policy act. In effect, the 
vote is taken to indicate whether IIli- 
nois prefers a modification of the 
Volstead act in order that light wines 
and beers may be manufactured and 
sold. 

The proponents of the question, well 
organized and determined, apparently, 
to get a test of Illinois sentiment, have 
a compact movement in Chicago tv 
bring out a big *“ Yes” vote and they 
figure upon getting a majority vote in 
each of the downstate districts. The 
Anti-Saloon league urges its friends not 
to vote on the proposition. 

Plamondon Claims Victory. 


A. D. Plamondon, head of the organ- 
ization responsible for submission of 
the question, in a statement issued 
last night said: 

‘The voters of Illinois will support 
the proposal to medify the Volstead 
prohibition act by a majority of up- 
wards of 500,000. We will carry every 
congressional district in the state. 

“The Anti-Saloon league is endeav- 
oring to make it appear that they are 
discouraging a vote on the issue. The 
facts are that they realize a decisive 
defeat and are preparing for an alibi. 

“F. Scott McBride will claim all un- 
cast ballots, plus the negative vote cast 
as the measure of the Anti-Saloon 
Yeague’s strength. He knows that a 
large percentage of voters do not vote 
on special propositions. He hopes to 
seek comfort from that source. 

Charges Two Policies. 

“Yet me point out a marked piece 
of duplicity on the part of the Anti- 
Saloon league. In Ohio on a similar 
issue they are in the thick of the fight 
because they think they have'a chance 
to win. In Illinois they say they can- 


not participate because recognition of | 


the issue would be a confession that 
the congress could modify the Volstead 
law. Why one policy here and another 
in Ohio? 

“The Volstead law was forced upon 
the people of our nation by an organ: 
ized minority. It never had the ap- 
proval of the people; we shall prove 
that on next Tuesday. 

“Under the circumstances the move- 
ment to restore light wines and beer 
has been launched as a straight mora! 
issue. On this issue we have won 
the support of the fair minded men 
and women of Ilinois. 

“We urge all voters to express their 
views by ballot for or against ligh: 
wines or beers, that the question may 
be settled.”

This is due to the fact that I was 
able to obtain, @r all money de- 
posited by me, an interest rate of not 
less thani 3 per cent, 3% per cent, 
and 4 per cent. Notwithstanding 
this enormous increase in interest. I 
am very happy to state that all 
moneys collected by me for the va- 
rious taxing bodies were paid over 
to these bodies immediately upon col- 
lection and tabulation. 


Denies Funds Are withheld. 

“ Consequently, it becomes apparent

THE ELECTION. 


The voter has three main decisions to ‘make for 
the election Tuesday, One affects the national 
government, one the state, and one the local, Con- 
siderations vary in each field. 


A Republican Congress. 

The national question for Republicans is the con- 
tinuance of a responsible Republican administra- 
tion by continuing the party majority in congress 
for the next two years. We do not assert for the 
Republican congress that it was highly inspired, 
but the alternative was a Democratic congress shot 
full of internationalism, and in the post-war days 
“we are glad that such doctrines did not prevail. 

On the broadest questions of policy the Repub- 
lican administration and’ congress have done what 
they were expected to do by the majority which 
gave them responsibility, and the United States is 
the better for it. There are Republicans who do 
not like the tariff and others who regret the failure 
of the bonus. The record is open to criticism, as 
all congressional records are, but the alternative 
is a Democratic congress, and we believe that the 
reasons which were good for the transfer of execu- 
tive and legislative power to the Republicans two 
years ago are good now for the retention of a 
Republican congress. Democratic spokesmen con- 
stantly reveal the desire to commit the United 
States to ambiguous or dangerous parts in inter- 
national affairs. In this respect the Republicans 
have not weakened, and upon this record they are 
entitled to confidence in times which continue to 
offer beguilements for unwary Americans. 


Beveridge and Townsend. 

In the mid-west. region Indiana has the oppor- 
tunity to strengthen Republican leadership in the 
senate by electing Beveridge. That is of impor- 
tance to the entire mid-west and to the country at 
large. We regard Mr. Beveridge as one of the out- 
standing men of the national party and we think 
he is much needed in the senate. 

The mid-west needs more distinctive leadership, 
with greater vision and force, Some mid-west 
projects, such as the seaway, will benefit the en- 
tire country. The entire country would be the 
better for a higher degree of authoritative repre- 
sentation from thé mid-west, and the candidacy of 
Beveridge offers an excellent opportunity to get 
more authority for this region, as well as to give 
the nation a man who ranks as a statesman. 

For this reason Indiana’s neighboring states are 
interested .in\sher, senatorial election, and many 
citigens ‘hope that’ the Republicans in the senate 
will have @everidge added to their number. The 
region also féels an interest in the Michigan sena- 
torial contest, and many Republicans who know 
that experience and service in the senate are pre- 
requisites of influence and serviceability hope that 
Senator Townsend wil) be re#lected. 


Save Legislature from Small. 

For Illinois and Chicago the election is the fore- 
runner ofa more decisive campaign against con- 
spicuous misgovernment. Two years ago the state 
was delivered over to the forces which had made 
Chicago notorious. Since that time exposure has 
revealed a great deal of the consequences of mal- 
- In both city and state administra- 
tion the people have found themselves unscrupu- 
lously imposed upon, and they haye paid heavily 
for the combination of circumstances which made 
Small governor while Thompson was’ mayor. 

In the legislative election considerable’ of the 
influence ‘of Small and Thompson. will be deter- 
mined.. Citizens ‘who wish to end “these two’ mal- 
odorous - administrations will begin by _protecting 
the genera] ‘assembly from them. 

If Small and Thompson control the legislature, 
they may entrénch themselves. If they fail to con- 
trol it, they will be exposed {6 consequences of 
political and administrative misdoings from which 
they wish to be protected. Their influence in the 
legislature ‘elected two years ago was sufficient to 
stop many ‘needed inquiries into administration. 
Even then they were not able to accomplish’ some 
of the direct plans cherished against the city and 
state, but these plans have not been’ abandoned. 

A legislature independent of the state and city 
administrations may be the instrument of the un- 
doing of both, and citizens who think that the over- 
throw of Small and Thompson is essential to a 
return to decent government will examine their 
legislative candidates and guard against control by 
the two discreditedadministrations. The report 
of the Legislative Voters’ league will be a guide to 
intelligent selection and the voter can afford to 
take a little time to find out where the candidates 
stand, That is not impossible even in city dis- 
tricta, The downstate voters fairly well know the 
affiliations of their candidates. It would be a good 
thing if the city voters were as well informed.

WHAT DOES FARRINGTON 
WANT? 


President Farrington of the United Mine Workers 
of Lilinois objects to the contribution by the Illinois 
chamber of commerce of funds required by the 
attorney general to investigate and enforce the 
law upon those guilty of killing in the Herrin 
affair, . 

Mr. Farrington knows that the attorney general 
required private aid. He knows that Gov. Small, 
because of a political feud with the attorney gen- 
eral, had prevented that official from obtaining suf- 
ficient funds for the efficient execution of the duties 
of his department. He knows that without the 
attorney general's intervention in the Herrin case 
| it could not have been properly investigated, 

Mr. Farrington knows, therefore, that without 
private aid the crimes committed at Herrin would 
have gone unpunished. He knows this as well as 
he knows his own name. 

His public protest is therefore equivalent to a 
protest against the execution of the law. It is 
equivalent to a demand that the atrocious slaughter 
of twenty men at Herrin shall go unpunished. 

Does that represent the citizenship of Mr. Far- 
rington and his followers? Does that mean that 
the.United Mine Workers of Illinois demand the 
right to kill? 

Twenty. men who. had surrendered themselves to 
a mob were slaughtered with bestial fury at Herrin. 
No amount of talk can hide that fact. No appeal 
to class hatred, no demagogic outcry over imagi- 
nary conspiracies against organized labor can hide 
that fact. An atrocious crime was committed. We’ 
do not suppose Mr. Farrington will go so far as to 
deny that. It has not been punished. Mr. Farring- 
ton cannot deny that. Yet neither he nor his or- 
gan.zation has helped to bring the guilty to punish- 
ment. Instead of help, we have had protests and 
unsupported charges of conspiracy. Conspiracy to 
do what? To find innocent men guilty?..Very well, 
then, who is going to find and punish the guilty? 

Or does Mr. Farrington assert there were no 
guilty? Does Mr. Farrington ask us to believe 
that the twenty victims of the Herrin massacre 
slaughtered themselves. 

Mr. Farrington and his associates have put them 
selves in a very poor position to complain of any- 
thing in this matter. They are discrediting or- 
ganized labor by. their policy of obstruction and 
their barefaced attempt to defeat justice. This 
deceives no one. 


THE GROWING TRAFFIC 
PROBLEM. 


Traffic engineers employed in support of the ap- 
peal for extended bus line franchises have present- 
ed a report which should open the eyes of officials 
and of Chicagoans in general to the growing prob 
lem of our transportation needs. Most of us, when 
we speak of “congestion,” think of it as a fixed 


tive condition. Just as the traffic problems of 
today are vastly greater than those of a decade 
ago, so will the problems of ten years hence be 
similarly greater than those of today. 

While the figures presented offer a sound argu- 
ment for the establishment of a wide system of 
motorbus lines, they offer an. even better argument 
for the construction of a subway. They show that 
automobiles in Chicago are increasing af the rate 
of 17,000 each year and have been so increasing for 
the last five years. They are likely to continue to 
increase for some years to come. The normal 
growth of city population now requires elevated 
and surface lines to furnish transportation for 
about 30,000,000 additional. passengers annually. 
Nearly 36,000 vehicles move between the bridge and 
Roosevelt toad on Michigan avenue every day be- 
tween 7 a. m. and 7 p. m.

PROFIT IN IMMIGRATION 
RESTRICTION. 


Statistics compiled by the bureau of immigration 

for the period from Jan. 1 to June 30, 1922, shed an 
interesting new light upon the effect of our na- [| 
tional policy of limiting immigration. Inasmuch 
as the steel mills, some railroads, and other em- 
ployers of unskilled labor, not to mention various 
foreign propagandists and domestic sentimental- 
ists, are repeatedly attacking the immigration re- 
striction law, it is well to put up a counter barrage 
when the munitions come to hand, as in this 
report. 
The figures show a much wider distribution of 
immigrants within the United States than. oc- 
curred prior to the limitation of immigration. For 
instance, instead of 50 per cent of immigrants 
crowding into the slums of New York City, now 
California, Texas, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
IlHinois, and other states are getting a fair propor- 
tion.

CARBON MONOXIDE DANGER 


GROUP of miners were trapped 

by a fire in the shaft of a Califor- 

nia gold mine. They huddled to- 

gether in one of the galleries of 
the mine, after a double walled 
barricade to protect them from poison- 
ous gases. 

After days of digging their comrades 
broke into the mine from a nearby shaft 
and finally reached the occupied gal- 
lery where lay the entombed men. All 
the imprisoned men were dead and the 
evidence indicated that they had not 
lived more than five hours after retiring 
behind the barricades. The.conclusion 
was that the men had died from carbon 
monoxide poisoning. -

. Carbon monoxide is a gas composed of 
one part.carbon and one part oxygen. 
It differs chemically from n diox- 
ide—the gas which goes by the name of 
carbonic acid gas—in that the latter 
contains two parts oxygen to each part 
of carbon. 


In this instance the fire burning in 
the shaft of the mine had not had as 
much oxygen as it needed, and, in con- 
sequence, it manufactured carbon monox- 
ide. instead of carbon. dioxide.....This 
product of partial combustion, unabdiec 
to escape from the shaft, had permeated 
the air of the mine and had finally 
reached the miners. Not even a‘double 
walled barricade chinked with clothing 
and whatever else was available had 
sufficed to keep it away from the men. 


Carbon monoxide unites with the col- 
oring matter of the blood, making a very 
stable compound. Carbonic acid a1 
oxygen also unite with this coloring 
matter, but the difference is that the 
carbon dioxide and oxygen are. easily 
pried loose, whereas carbon monoxide is 
like a nail driven through and clinched 


-on the under side. It is supposed to kill 


by so binding up the blood coloring mat- 
ter that it cannot carry the oxygen need- 
ed for the tissues. The individual dies 
from what might be called internal 
smothering.

The opinion right now is that carbon 
monoxide is not a direct poison in the 
sense that it does harm other than by 
shutting off the needed oxygen. 

The death of these men furnished a 
dramatic and appealing demonstration 
of the harmfulness of carbon monoxide. 
Hundreds of men die every year and 
thousands are made inefficient from car- 
bon monoxide poisonings, about which

But build it at once, open it to traffic in 
two or three years, and in the meantime extend 
the plans‘and start construction on extensions, and 
continue this extension. and construction | as re- 
quired, and eventually we will have a subway sys- 
tem worthy of Chicago and assisting the city to sti

LESSONS IN CONTENTMENT. 


Autumn evenings, and the still longer evenings 
of the winter which ts to come, will find many good 
people fidgeting about the house, kicking the cat, 
getting in the way of wife or mother, and strug- 
gling to decide which of numerous movies will 
best kill their time. To such as these -we recom- 
mend an old fashioned but infallible remedy for 
the distress caused by too much. of one’s own 
society—a book. 

Alluring advertisements are printed concerning 
the profit to be gained by fifteen minutes a day of 
wisely selected reading. They may or may not 
be true. Fifteen minutes a day devoted to such 
exercise is better than nothing, and may be very 
good indeed, but we are inclined to believe it 
hardly sufficient to the ends sought. Probably 
the wise advertiser is a student of psychology. He 
knows that’ fifteen minutes’ reading of a good book 
will be sufficient to: the reader toward devot- 
ing his entire evening.to the subject. That ‘is 
the consummation to be wished. 

But the immediate point is to find the book, settle 
one’s self comfortably in an easy chair, with a 
good light, and perhaps some good tobacco, and 
start to read: The author should do the rest. 
If he is worth reading he should seize the attention 
firmly within fifteen minutes, and hold it through- 
out the evening.

PARIS, Sept. 14.—There was much 
controversy in your paper some time 
ago about treatment of foreigners in 
Germany, and I would like to tell you 
of my very recent experience.

They sperit their time apologiz- 
ing to their German brothers for the

A. and in ranning down our coun- 
try in shameful’ manner; also always 
ready to join the throng when a real 
American was .gear to insult him.

AT PETTIGO, ON 
ULSTER FRONTIER 


British to Turn It Over 
to Dublin.

DUBLIN, Nov. 4.—Although the pro- 
visional government has been estab- 
lished, is administering the affairs of 
the twenty-six counties, has mastered 
but not subdued the revolution, has 
adopted the constitution, and the Free 
State has become a fact within thirty 
days, yet, perhaps, the greatest obstacle 
of all to the treaty remains unpassed.

How serious and ticklish a question 
this is is lethally indicated by the bor- 
der trouble last spring. That the feeling 
there awaits onIy some small incident 
to fan the flames of hatred is unmis- 
takably shown by the entry of a lorry 
loaded with a civic guard into Pettigo. 

British Troops There. 

This village is largely in south Ire- 
land, and the stream which divides it 
also divides Ulster from the southern 
area. During the scrapping along the 
line of demarcation five months ago 
British trvops entered Pettigo, their 
military situation requiring occupation 
of the town on both sides of the river. 
They have been there ever since. 

Civic guards, which are being organ- 
ized to replace the royal Irish constabu- 
lary in the south, motored from Letter- 
kenny to Pettigo to police the place. 
The officer commanding the British 


Only about thir- |

troops had no knowledge of their ccm- 
ing and, being without orders on the 
subject, told them not to remain. * 

During the parley in the principal 
t.eets the Ulster constables on their 
own side of the bridge trained machine 
guns on the guards. Thé population 
was overwhelmingly hostile and ex- 
pressed itself regarding the guards and 
the.Free State in general. One drunken 
Tommy who was not on duty dis- 
eraced his uniform. 


Ready to Yield Now. 

It has been learned since ‘that if the 
British military had been informed of 
the Dublin’s government's intention of 
taking over the policing of its part 
of Pettigo the troops would have been 
withdrawn. They will be withdrawn 
when the guards come again. It 1s 
geing to be an unpleasant duty wheu 
the guards do go back to Pettigo. The 
villagers are nearly all Protestants, 
and Unionists as well, and they regard 
the Free State as the devil regards 
holy water. 

Across the thirty foot stone bridge 
will be armed constables of Ulster, 
in entire sympathy with the people on 
the Free State side. Pettigo will be 
heard from again soon.

Awarded $100 Prize. 


Because he preferred to stake his life 
with honor against his furlough with 
safety THE TRIBUNE awards Burns its 
$100 hero prize for the bravest act per: | 
formed by a fireman, policeman, or life | 
saver during the month of October. 
This is the thirty-fourth in the history | 
of THE TRIBUNE bravery awards. 

As Burns reached 19th 
heard a fusillade of shots. He stopped | 
his machine and jumped out. As ne 
ran in the direction of the noise he saw 
a policeman, who, he learned later, was 
Emil A. Beilfuss of the Lawndale sta- 
tion, fall to the parkway, wounded. 


As Beilfuss fell Burns saw the as- 
sailant climb an embankment of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road and pursued him. The bandit 
turned as he reached the tracks and 
directed a volley at Burns, who re- 
turned the fire as he ran. 


Kicks Pistol from Hand. 


When Burns’ form showed above the 
embankment two more bullets whistled 
past him from a clump of bushes on 
the. farther side of the tracks. Burns 
knelt and returned the fire. After sev- 
eral shots the bandit’s fire stopped and 
Burns, believing him either dead or 
wounded, crept up on his ambush. 

With his first good glimpse of the) 
bandit, Burns saw him still clutching 
his pistol, its muzzle pointed straight 
at the policeman, as the bad man’s 
trigger finger vainly tried to discharge 
the weapoh. Burns took one last 
chance and kicked the weapon from 
the bandit’s hand, then leaped upon | 
him. 

The rest of the tale is brief. The 
bandit whimpered that he was wound- 
ed and Burns, aided by citizens, car- 
ried him to St. Anthony’s hospital, 
where it was found that, like his cap- 
tor, he had come through the duel un- 
caithed: Later Patrolman  Beilfuss 
and four citizens identified the bandit 
and Judge LaBuy set his bonds at 
$60,000. 

The bandit proved to be Barl Stan- 
ley, on parole since June 5 from the 
Illinois state penitentiary, where he 
was under sentence of one year to life 
on a robbery charge. 

Gain Honorable Mention. 

Another policeman and a fire cap- 
tain both came ciose to nosing Burns 
out of THe TRIBUNE prize money, de- 
spite his heroic deed. Patrolman Bar 
ney Donash, also recommended by 
Chief Fitzmorris, was off duty attend- 
ing his brother’s wedding on the morn- 
ing of Oct. 1, when the crash of glass 
attracted him to the barber shop of 
Albert Ripp, 3803 North Bernard street.

trying to put the fire out—what, would be the 
verdict of Public Opinion? 


Of course the situation described is unthinkable. 

And yet—a force quite as destructive as fire 
is wrecking thousands of homes in Chicago and 
depriving commerce and industry’of millions of 
dollars’ worth of productive energy, chiefly because

Since the day it was hinted 
that this family of criminals was a 
great plague among cattle and a di- 
rect and serious cause of human tu- 
berculosis, these outlaws have been 
looked upon as a menace. 


Began Work in 1893. 

European scientists found a way of 
identifying them, and after they had 
carefully studied one it was not dif- 
ficult to identify others, because all 
have the same characteristics. Be- 
fore attempting to arrest and prose- 
cute any of the unwelcome strangers, 
Dr. H. L. Russell of Wisconsin and 


wernt to Europe to make a closeup 
study of the traits of these criminals 
and also to familiarize themselves 
with the various means of locating 
them. 

These two men brought the first tu- 
berculin—agent used in testing for tu- 
berculosis—from Koch's laboratory to 
this country. That was more than 
thirty years ago. They made the first 
tuberculin tests in the United States 
contemporaneously in 1893. 

Dr. Russell did his testing at the 


DR. H. L. RUSSELL—He is one 
of the pioneers in tuberculosis 
eradication work in the United 
States. As head of the College of 
Agriculture, University of Wiscon- 
sin, Dr. Russell’s foresightedness, 
has been a vitally important fac- 
tor in putting Wisconsin in the 
lead as a dairy state and first in 
tuberculosis cleanup work.

Lesions Prove Nothing. 

Throughout the United States about 
92 per cent of reactors show visible 
lesions when they are killed. The 
percentage of reactors showing visible 
lesions runs lower in states where 
eradication work is intense, 45 it is 
in Wisconsin. In Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota the percentage is around 87. 

The big mistake has been made in 
the past by allowing farmers to think 
that if reactors fail to show visible 
lesion when slaughtered and inspected 
the animal did not have tuberculosis. 
Naturally the owner feels a good ani- 
mal has been killed just because no 
visible lesions were found. That is 
not true, for veterinarians believe the | 
animal has tuberculosis if it reacts to 
the tuberculin test, whether or not 
visible lesions are found. , 

This is an important feature of the 
testing work where indemnities are 
being paid, for the amount the farmer 
gets depends upon whether visible 
lesions are found. The old law: in 
Wisconsin provided for the payment 
based on the full appraised value of

Guide. 


“Shopping” for Securities. 

Letters received by the Investors’ Guide 
department indicate that a 
of amateur investors make it a practice 
to “shop” for investments. ‘The mode 
of procedure seems to be to scan the 
stock market tables and to pick out a 
number of securities which are selling at 
a very low price and then to inquire 
where they can buy them. Sometimes 
they seek to inform themselves as to the 
companies whose securities can be bought 
nee ll Sometimes they do not. They 

are looking for bargains and apparently 
think that if the security is selling at a 
price far below its par value they are 
making a good purchase. Too frequently 
they buy without even knowing in what 
line of business the company is engaged. 
They seem to think that the par value 
indicates the real value of the security, 
just agit the department store bargain 
hunter takes the original price of a 
marked-down article to be the real value 


+ of that article. 


The fact, of course, is that the market 
price of a security is a much better indi- 
cation of its real worth than its par 
Some of these “ bargain price” 
securities are stocks which never have 
paid dividends and which have little or 
no prospects of ever doing so. Some are 
bonds on which interest has been de- 
faulted and which, if the truth were 
known, have small chance of ever reach- 
ing an inves:ment plane. 

One always should know in what he is 
investing. You cannot get anything for 
nothing. If a security is selling low 
there usually is a reason. The investor 
should ascertain that reason. Don’t let 
anyone tell you that a security must 
necessarily return to par some day. Such 
a statement is untrue. Don’t let them 
tell you that the company is in sound 
condition, making lots of money and 
going to pay dividends shortly. Make 
them show you the figures—the balance 
sheet and earnings statement showing 
previous years’ earnings as well] as cur- 
rent. If they will not do this something 
is wrong and you had better let it alone. 
If you do not understand the reports sub-

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FENG BUILDS UP 
A CHRISTIAN AND 
A WORKING ARMY 


Makes Spotless Town of 
His Base in China.

KAIFENG, Honan Province, China. | 
—J am here in the “‘ Spotless Town ” 
of China and the home of China's | 
Christian “ go-getter.” Here is a‘city | 
of 250,000, surrounded by thickly pop-. 
lated suburbs outside its five gates | 
and its immediate vicinity peopled by | 
approximately 20,000 soldiers. Thes« : 
soldiers drill from early morning until | 
late in the night, and always to the} 
tune of gospel hymns, in which every- 
body joins. 

A regimer# on a practice march or 
returning across the vast maneuver 
field to its quarters is likely to be 
stepping to the air of “Abide with 
Me” or some of the stirring hymns 
Moody-and Sankey made famous. The 
words are not always a translation of 
those in the hymnals, but they are 
encouraging and inspiring, albeit they 
refer chiefly to being valiant in battle, 
in shooting to kill, and when not at 
their military dutles to be engaged in 
some useful work. 

Kaifeng itself is a surprise to the 
visitor if he has seen other cities in 
interior China and knows of the filth 
and dirt that everywhere abound. Kai. 
feng is a Spotiess Town and a monu- 
ment to the energy and inspiration of 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, who since last May 
hag been military governor of the 
province, fighting his way inch by inch 
from Chengchow to the gates of thc 
city, much of which he found looted 
and a considerable portion of the 
south suburb burned as well. 

Never Got to Front. 

Feng, then governor of Sensi, was 
moving with his llth [Christian] di- 
vision to join Wu Pei-fu in the de- 
fense against the attack about to be 
launched by Chang Tso-lin. Just as. 
the American marines “‘ won the war” 
in France, so did Feng Yu-Hsiang and 
his Christian soldiers win the war— 
in the estimation of an enthusiastic 
bunch of American newspaper corre- 
spondents in Peking, who climbed on 
the ‘city wall and heard the boom of 
the guns.
